Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Christensen etal. (EP 169410 A1, 1986). The patent discloses the compound shown 
below, which fits the limitations of formula IV: R 12 is a substituted alkyl; A is an organic 
anion.
